Rules Adoptea by the’ 
Administration. . 


Orbs 50 pages of the current iasua of the }. 


Hongkchg Government Gaeelle are devoted 
to the publication of rules which ‘are to 
apply to tho British section of the Kowloon- 
Canton_ They havo beon drawn 
‘up by the id 
approved by the Governor-in- Council. The 
rules are divided into tno sections—rules 
Lfor the guidance of railway acryante ond 
rules for the guidance of the public and 
railway’ officials—and ‘number altogether 
over 300. Tho first part deala'with signals, 
working of trains, shuntiagy “duties and 
responsibilitios of servants, oto., while the 
second part bas refercnca to such matto 
‘as the carriage of pnssongers, the carriage 
of dangerous goods, affences by passengers 
and othera, ete. =. rst 

One of the rules in regard to signals Inys 


down that ‘in thick, ‘opgy,. snowy, oF 
tempestuous weather” two detonators must 
be :

ed on. tho line -within certain speci- 
arons. Evidently -this rule is trans- 
ferred from regulations in force in soma 
other part of the world, for wo aro assured 
by folk wha havo spent many years in the 
Colony that itis scarcely necessary to make 
provision for “snowy ” weather here.
